of supremacy In these fields. I would 
like to discuss some of theae prob- 
lems. 

One of the lesdlni problems Is 
the lack ot teachers. Most teschers 
have now are qualified, but there 
■ not enough of them. There are 
seitral reasoru for this. First, teach- 
ing has Utile to offer beside the en- 
joyment of Uachlnr. The salaries 
are smalt In comparison with the 
amount of training required. There 
1* llltle chance for advancement. 

Another reason Is the amount of 
money offered by Industry to grad- 
usifng student*. Industry also oC' 
fers a gresUr chsnce for sdvancr- 
menl. If we expect lo 'expand the 
teaching profession to Ihe point 
■here we ttave an adequate num- 
ber of leachers,_wt.>llLlia»c.to_o(,- 
Icr more^ a tot more, lo them. 

Another problem Is lack ot ade- 
qusle scientific eduontlonal pro- 
grams, especially In tlie first 11 
jesrs ot school. Thcfi is not tnough 
emphasis on mathematics ant 
icltncB.
